It became the custom, in fact, to 
ascribe all sorts of wild stories to 
Joe Miller, since he would have 
been the last man on earth to tell 
them, and after his death on Au- 


gust 16, 1738, his friend, John Mott- 


ley, the playwright, made a collec- 
tion of jokeg and anecdotes from 
many sources and published them 
under the title of “Joe Miller’s: 
Jests: or, the Wit's Vade-Mectth.” 
Book Printed After Death. 

The book appeared one year after 
Joe's death, when his memory was 
still green, and had an enormous 
success. It has been reprinted, in- 
numerable times, generally with. ad- 
ditions: and modernizations of the 
material, 

One of the three jokes ascribed to 
Joe himself in the original edition 
of the Joe Miller Jest Book is a 
pretty fair sample of Joe's wit.

Gold and Silver Prospects 
Revive Old Pits. 


* Boise, Idaho.—Higher gold prices 
and an improved outlook for silver 
have brought stirrings of life to 
some of Idaho’s ghost cities—fa- 
mous mining centers where millions 
“of dollars in gold and silver were 
obtained during the early days of 
the territory and state.
